WASHINGTON,, July 1.—Pres. 
Truman today, in a special message 
to congress, sought to evade. re- 
ree | sponsibility for the bill that he had 
‘signed Monday crippling price con- 
trols. Truman claimed he signed the 
bill under. pressure, although, as 
he pointed out, the bill clears the 
way for new rent boosts, and ‘for 
price increases ‘on milk, vegetables 
and other goods and services. 
~ “Congress,” Truman said, “has 
weakened price control, has limit- 


trols, has invited widespread aban- 
donment of rent control and vir- 
tually canceled selective credit vse 
trols.” 


Truman. admitted his own war} 
program constituted the inflation- 
ary pressure about which he ex- 
pressed such concern. : 


“We may be fortunate enough,’
